NEW YORK, Jan. 26.—The Ameri-

can-Hawaiian steamer Washingtonian,

more than a million dollars, was ram-
med and sunk by the four-masted

schooner Elizabeth Palmer off Cape
Henelope, near the Delaware break-
water today.. The crews of both ves-
sels, excepting one man on the Wash-
ingtonian, whose name has not been
learned, were saved by the steamer
Hamilton.

The two vessels crashed just out-
gside the breakwater. A large hole
was torn in the side of the Washing-
tonian and it was soon apparent that
it could not be saved, Nothing can
be learned as to the
aster.

The cargo of the Washingtonian,
which was in command of Captain E.
